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FOREWORD 


HE State Fair of Texas celebrates the fortieth 
anniversary of its Art Department in present- 
ing to the people of Texas the present collec- 

tion of representative American art. : 


Annually since the beginning of the institution, an 
opportunity rarely offered by a state fair for liberal 
education in the fine arts and for artistic culture, has 
been given under the best guidance possible to obtain, 
with the confidence that the public would respond with 
interest and support. 


A brief review of the founding and development of 
the Art Department may not be remiss on this anni- 
versary of forty years’ service to the cause of art and 
education. 


In a great frame building, located where the present 
main building now stands, was inaugurated the first 
Art Department in Texas. This beginning represented 
the enterprise and public spirit of the men whose vision 
reached out into the future of Texas and of Dallas. 


This first Art Department included every thing per- 
taining to the making of comfortable and beautiful 
homes, and was the particular work of a woman to 
whom Dallas owes much for art and beauty. In this 
department, where women were supposed to be particu- 
larly interested, was included such pictures as were ob- 
tainable at that early date. Patiently the spirit strove 
for expression, as each year a representative of the 
Fair traveled days and nights to take the message of 
Texas to the far-distant east, and each year a few more 
of the great artists in the more highly developed cen- 
ters sent their pictures to far-away Texas. 


Carefully these treasures were unpacked and hung 
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and as carefully returned to their owners. Few people 
in Texas in 1887-8 were interested in buying pictures 
for their homes, but time and patience have brought 
their reward to these early friends among the artist. 


Many of them are still sending to the Fair exhibi- 
tion and finding numerous purchasers for the per cent 
of sales made each year is found to be higher than is 
usual at such places. 


In 1908 the present fire-proof, fully-equipped and 
perfectly-lighted building was ready for the Fair, and 
each year since the gallery has been filled with a col- 
lection of high standard, and interesting quality, repre- 
senting current tendencies in art and showing the latest 
offerings from the studios. 


The Texas artists receive the liberal representation 
to which their talents entitle them. This feature of 
the department, showing as it does the growth of art 
among us, is a matter of great interest, paricularly to 
the visitors whose support and appreciation of the Art 
Department is shown by their frequent and regular 
attendance in the gallery, and their eager inspection of 
the canvases with a view of buying for their private 
collections. 


The present exhibition is unusually rich in prize 
winners, and also in a group of brilliant water colors. 


Attendants familiar with the pictures and the artists 
are in constant attendance to assist visitors in their en- 
joyment of the collection. 


Most of the pictures are for sale at reasonable prices, 
which can be had by applying at the office in the Fine 
Arts Building. 


Pictures in the home are no longer a luxury, nor con- 
fined to the possession of millionaires. Any family of 
taste and appreciation may acquire good pictures, which 
set the standard of refined living.
